Sir: 

In discussing the many im- 
portant questions that are be- 
fore the public [ had hoped 
that some one would think — of 
the noxious weed situation. I 
consider this question of vital 
importance to our agricultural 
interests. 1 think this an op- 
portune — time for a note of 
warning, especially with re- 
yard to ‘‘stinkweed,”’ which — is 
spread through this immediate 
district to an alarming extent. 
Parties who have it’ will do 
well to plan a vigorous cam- 
puign against it. If there is a 
weed inspector this year, and 
he does his work as it should be 
done, there are some farms and 
other parts of farms that will 
be condemned as far as crop is 
concerned. The Department is 
determined, if possible, to keep 
this weed under contro!, and _ it 
may requite drastic measures. 
There are a preat many patches 
of Canada Thistles in the dis 
trict that can easily be controll 
ed by timely effort. The 
mustard is almost universal 
and is doing incalculable (al 
most damaye.

The following telegram from 
Vancouver fers to Mr. and 
Mrs. John MeNeill, formerly 


farming a few miles north-west 


of Lacombe, and well known 
here: 
“South | Vancouver, B. C., 


April 12.—With his wife sick im 
the hospital, his two children, 
one aged 2 and the other 4, 
dead, Mr. J. McNeill, who re- 
sides on Forty-ninth  Ave., is 
now almost distracted with 
grief. Both of the little | Me- 
Nei children died this week 
within twenty-four hours of 
each other, from complications. 
The younger succumbed on Sun- 
day night and the oldest on the 
following Monday. 

Unknown to the mother, who 
lies suffering in the hospital, ar- 
rangements are now being made 
for the burial of the infants.

* Stricken with sorrow, and not 
yet recovered from the shock of 
losing his youngest, Mr. McNeill 
on Monday night received an- 
other call... This time it was 
to take up a harrowing death

each one drawing his only re- 
maining babe further and fur- 
ther toward that land from 
which there is no returning, un- 
tal at last the Grim Reaper won 
his battle and the spirit of the 
child took flight to its God.”

Soienca applied to farming, 
declared the doctor, is im no 
way different from science ap- 
phed to anything © else, 
many instances in farming five 
times as big returns can be had 
by the use of a little science. 

“There is no business in the 
world that will stand as much 
shrinkage and will allow of as 
much carelessnes@ as farming.” 

“Between the average and the 
»ossible results in al great. num- 
i of cases there is a difference 
of 700 per cent., which shows 
that there must be a blunder 
somewhere.” 

The speaker gave instances in 
support of his contention that 
large profits acrue from the ap- 
pheation of — scientific methods 
to farming. In one case a man 
who had paid attention to a 
small orchard on his farm made 
a profit of $600. 

Text books had been issued 
by the Ontario college on — the 
subject. of agriculture for use 
in the public schools, said Dr. 
Creelman, but they had not 
been successful. Eventually — it 
was discovered that the teach- | 
ers had not been receiving any 
instruction as to the teaching | 
of the course, and that they did | 
not have the time for it. 

“Tl do not know if it is so 
here, but in Ontario the teach- 
ers ure over-worked and under- 


paid,’’ said the doctor. ‘Ifa 
ever, things have now been 
changed and the teachers have 
on the subject.” 

“tL must say,”’ declared the 


speaker in drawing his remarks 
to a conclusion, ‘that you have 
a better course of instruction 
here than we ever had in On- 
tario, and that is-because you 
started upon correct lines ind 
we did not.

Not even 


friends and admirers of Mr. 
Roogvelt can regard with entire 
satidaction the rate of pro- 
grese which he is making in his 
strentious campaign to secure 
the Republican nomination for 
the Presidency. When he final- 
ly announced, the month, before 
last, that.he. was in the fight, 
he declared that he was yreid- 
ing to an overwhelming call of 
the people. The, Republican 
primaries and conventions have 
since been held in a number of 
the states, and have gone 80 
uniformly against the third 
term candidate that it begins 
to be pretty evident that the 
call of the people is hardly to 
be described with ‘strict accur- 
a as overwhelming. 

n North Dakota, in Indiana, 
in New York and in Colorado 
the results have gone against 
him; and yet they are all states 
which he carried with *ehdérmous 
pluralities am 1904, and,. more- 
over, they represent nearly all 
of the sections for the Republic 
outside of the south. In.the 
North Dakota primaries . La 
Follette squarely defeated Roos- 
velt. In Hew York caunty, in 
his own home state, out of 45,- 
000 Republican votes, only 15,- 
O00 were cast for Roosevelt. 
True, the ballot arrived late at 
the voting places in some dis, 
tricts, and there were voters 
who had no opportunity to 
vote, but the conditions wera 
as fair, apparently, for one side 
as for the other, and the im- 
portant fact to observe is’ that 
neither in that country nor. in 
any other part of Nev York 
State did the popular rising in 
Roosevelt’s favor, which was 
so confidently predicted by his 
campaign managers, material- 
ize. 

As a matter of fact he devel- 
oped more strength in. Indiana 
than he ego in New York, 
which is explained largely by 
the active work done in _ his 
support by the Beveridge fac- 
tion of the Republican party in 
that state; nevertheless..he . was 
decidedly defeated in the’ In- 
diana Republican convention. 
In Colorado there has been “:.a 
like result; yet Roosevelt ..once 
carnied Colorado by a 100,000 
plurality. 

Mr. Roosevelt is quite eclips- 
ing his own previous record for 
strenuousness by the 
speeches he is making, in whi 


he speaka of the Republican pri- 
maries and conventions that 
have been held as frauds and 


outrages. He is also coming 
closer to personal attacks up- 
on President Taft, although it 
is difficult to see how President 
Taft can be said to have chang- 
ed materially since three or 
four years ago, when Roosevelt 
uttered such glowing tributes 
to his patriotism, "ie states- 
manship and his high charac- 
ter. One of the features.of . the 
campaign is the effort which Mr 
Roosevelt is making “to, have it 
appear that president Thfit does 
not bebkieve that the people of 
the United States are fit to 
overn themselves. He is mak- 
ing what may be described — as 
a thoroughly Rooseveltian up- 
roar over Taft’s truthful state- 
ment that popular government 
in the United States has meant 
actually the yovernment of the 
whole people by — a representa- 
tive part of the people. 7’ 
The fact is, of course, that 
the individuals who vote are 
no gore than One-quarter of 
the population. What Mr. Taft 
said was this “The people

“Evening schools represent 
the first form of industrial edu 
cation in this country, 
they reach today by far 
largest number of individuals 
under instruction in this field. 
As a means of supplhimentary in 
struction in) mathematics, sci- 
ence, drawing, and _ technical 
subjects they represent 2 simple 
and effective method of indus- 
trial education, at least for 
young men, say, 18 years old. 
“Evening continuation schools 
were for half a century the 
backbone of the German system 
of industrial education. Today 
that country is coming to a_re- 
alization that for students —be- 
tween 14 and 18 the evening is 
not the best time for instruc- 
tion, and is bringing the work 
of continuation schools 
the day period. It will natural- 
ly require a considerable — time 
for this country to reach the 
same stage and to bring about 
a general agreement among tna- 
nifacturers to allow learners 
in their establishments to at- 
tend industrial improvement €8- 
tablishments during working 
hours. 

“‘The positive benefits that re-

sult where such a plan is __ fol- 
lowed, and the close corelation 
‘|\that’is made between the work 
of the shop and that of the 
classroom, have, however, been 
so strikingly shown that — this 
system of industrial education 
deserves to be studied increas- 
ingly by both employers and 
school men.
